Arms and not act againft the Germans.

bers that compos’d it, faying his Government was at 
anEnd, and ‘hac his Succeffor was at Hand. Then 
he went to Gaeta where are two Galleys to carry 
him off. The Viceroy’s Son, who is pafs’d through 
here, for Venice as is faid, has given his Regiment 
to the Duke de Matalove. The Royal Palace is 
fitting up for Count

Vienna, July 9. The Earl of Peterborow is gone 
from hence for the Netherlands by the Way of 
Leipfick and Hanover. ’Lis advis'd from Hungary, 
that not only the Hungarians, but the Tranfilvanians 
likewife have renew’d their Confederacy, obliging 
themfelves to carry on the War till they have ob- 
tain'd intire Liberty and Independancy from the 
Houfe of Auftria. 

Vienna, Jaly 9. Count Sinzendorf has fent an 
Exprefs hither with a new Propofal relating to the 
King of Sweden’s Demands to have Couat Zobor, 
and alfo the Imperial Officers that interrupted the 
Swedith Levies in Silefia, deliver’d up to bim ; 
which Propofal is, that the Emperour’s Intercetfion 
for the Count’s Life fthould be admitted and duely 
regarded. Upon which feveral Councils have been 
held at Court, Our Advices from Hangery do not 
only afure us, thar the Hungarians and Tranfilvani- 
ans have renew’d their Confederacy to obtain their 
full Freedom from the Houfe of Auftria by Force 
of Arms, and declar'd Prince Ragotski Prince of 
Tranfilvania ; but that Arath is befieg’d by a Body 
of Malecontents under Count Caroli,and that the Gar- 
tifon is very weak and compos’d chiefly of Rafcians, 
and therefore like to be foon taken; by which the 

ommunication with Tranfilvania will be intirely 
Cut off.

without the Knowledge and Connivance of the Im- 
perial Courc : Further, the King of Sweden having 
given to underftand, that he defires the Grievances 
of the Proreftants in Silefia thould be {peedily re- 
drefs'd, purfuant to the Treaty of Weftphalia ; Count 
Wratiflaw 1s likewife {aid to have Order to promife 
that fome Ckurcnes in Silefia and their Revenues 
fhill be reftor’d to the Proteftants, and chat they 
fhall be allow’d the free Exercife of their Religion 
throughout Silefia. Count Lefcheraine has affur'd 
the Imperial Court, that the Eleétor Palatine his 
Matter confents that his Troops which ferve under 
Prince Eugene fhall be fent to Catalonia 2s foon as 
they can be fpar'd ; and the Count is preparing to 
go from hence, to carry this News to King Charles. 
M. de Mellarede who formerly refided in Swi:zer- 


land for the Duke of Savoy, is expeéted here. The — 


Malecontent Hungarians have declar'd that the 
Throne of that Kingdom is vacant; but’tis bop’d 
the Heats and Divifions that are among them will 
bring all their Affirs into Confufion.

Warfaw, July 9. The Diet at Lublin have de-

for the Diforders commitred by his Troops ; to ad 
vance a Subfidy of fome Millions ; and to refore to 
them (when Peace fhall be made) the Fortrefs of 
Buchouw lacely taken by his Sroops.

out a publick Caradter, who is return’d to the 
Court of Vienna very well facisfied wich the Suc- 
cefs of his Negeciation.

Mea in that City. Yefterday the Earl of Peterbo- 
row fet our from hence for Hanover, in his Way to 
Holland aud fo overtoEngland. He was at Dref- 
den, and had Audience there of King Auguftus. 


Hague, July 29. The Imperial Envoy receiv’d 
fome Days ago an Exprefs from the Court of Vien- 
na, with Difpatches about the Differences between 
the Emperour his Mafter and the King of Sweden. 
Thofe Differences feem to be ina fpeedy Way of Ac- 
commodation,feeing the Emperour delivers up Count 
Zobor and the Officer of Breflau that quarrel’d with 
the Swedes tor levying Men in Silefia ; and cffers 
to enrer into a Negociation upon the other Grievance 
complain’d of by the King of Sweden, namely the 
Efcape of the Mufcovites through Moravia. Here 
are Letters in this Town from Collonel Ca- 
valier, the fam’d Leader of the Camaifars: They 
are dared from Genoa: He writes, that he was 
wounded in the Battle of Almanza, but had the 
good Fortune to make his Elcape to Alicant, whence 
he went by Sea to Barcelona, where it was thought 
proper ro fend him over to Genoa, that he might be 
em>loy’d in rhe Army of the Allics ; which he is like 
to find deep in Provence, and con{fequently not very 
far from his own Countrymen the Cevennois. 
Two Days ago the Imperial Minifter receiv'd a 
Journal from Prince Eugene of his March to the 
13°h Inftane Inclufive, dared from Se. Laurens on 
the Var. The Army having march'd 6 Days fuc- 
ceifively, it was judg’d neceffary to let them rc ft 
2 Days; in which time the Troops that were be- 
hind would come up, and a Train of Artillery be 
made ready. His Highnefs wrices, that he had 
Advice the Enemy’s Troops were retiring, and that 
the Militia whom they had oblig’d to take Arms 
have all difpers’d themfelves. "Tis believ'd he is 
now before Toulon; the rather becaufe Letters 
from France fay, that all the Troops of the Allies 
having jovn'd were in full March thar Way. The 
A:mies in Brabant continue in their former Camps ; 
bur "tis advis’d from good Hands, that affoon as 
"ris known the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene 
have made a good Progrefs in Provence, the Army 
of che Allies in Brabant will make fome Motion. 
Lerrers thar came in this Evening from Saxony, 
make no Mention of the S@edes having made any 
Morion.
